Hlisariik is 6i,own to be untenable, ami furth- 
er work on tlie site stopped.

excavating at Uulb«ktche, opposite liliode?, 
on tlie mainland, a site tho ancient appella- 
tion of which is unknown, have made a for- 
tunate discovery ot an entire mausoleum', not 
unlike that of llallcardawus, and ornamtut- 
ed with reliefs in a.very line style ot art, por- 
tions resembling, strongly the sculptures of 
the great Pe; jsinrtin alur. 
Tl/ey comprise, 


scenes from tlie "Odyssey," conibats of Auia- 
ams, ctc^TJnS figure* 'In general being hi ac- 
cordance wll!i.'U.i> iiiatiheut and •costumes of 
<he florid epoch of the Greek:art, but many of 
toe figures are In distinctly Asiatic coslnmc. 
The sculptures are in a flne'.Kan<l«t^,,n ,1,1^ 
ueiiner lends Itself to finish or preservation, 
as does marble, but the cbnditloh of the work 
is so good as to Indicate an early Interment. 
When reconstructed, as it will beat Vienna 
It cannot fail to throw new light on Greek 
art. The Turkish government very liberally 
decided that the serles.of' reliefs ought not to 
be divided, nnd 50 the Austrian Irovernnient 
has secured the entire monument.
